Cones of Early Settlers of 
Macon May Be Removed 


Resolution Imtroduced in Council 
Asking Steps Necessary to Make 
Change, an@ Legislature May 
Be Called on to Au- 
thorize Bame. 


Constitution Bureag, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., March 28.—(Special.)—The 
old city cemetery, at the foot of Poplar 
street, the sleeping place of members of 
the pioneer families coming to this point 
a hundred years ago, now riarked by a 
mass of green shrubbery and wildwood, 
and but a crumbled shaft here and there. 
standing’ as sentinels of the dead, is again 
the object of intruiry from members of. the 
city council, and indications point to legis- 
iation necessary for removing the bones 
of these early sé@ttlers to one of the larger 
cemeteries for .the purpose of developing 
and using the ipt of ground for big fac- 
tories and industries seeking location in 
Macon. 

Alderman Chestney, of the cemeteries 
committe of counchH, last night introduced 
a resolution: calling for ah investigation 
as to steps necessary for making 
change. The legislature may be asked 
at the summer gession to make provis- 
ian for the clearing up of this cemetery. 
The recent suggested sale of portions of 
the city reserve has caused the proposed 
removal of the cemetery and property 
owners are eager to have opportunity to 
convert this spot, now the habitation 
of the sleeping dead, into one suited to 
the needs of the growing city. All around 
this square big factories, warehouses and 
networks of railway TIines have crept 
in with the steady growth of ‘Macon and 
long since people who consigned their 
dead to earth thhave sought other more 
desirable burying grounds. For half a 
century no funeral has opened a grave 
in this cemetery. Now and then the re- 
mains of some family ancestor has been 
removed, until now it is considered neces- 
sary for the city to undergo the removal 
of all the other dead. 

Several years ago an injunction was se- 
cured against the destruction of this cem- 
etery by Peter Harris, a pioneer resident, 
who has since died, and the expiration of 
time has changed conditions, so that it is 
now proposed to remove the cemetery. 
Members of council will proceed with ar- 
rangements, taking the necessary legal 
precaution,

Greene and Gaynor, 


Frederick Crisp is in Panama, but 
He Gave Testimony Before Com- 
missioner in New York 
Before Leav- 


ing. 


Savannah, Ga., March 28.—The session 
of the federal colrt in the Greene and 
Gaynor trial today was devoted largely 
to the reading of testimony of a witness 
not accessible for the present case, argu- 
ment for and against the introduction of 
the testimony of William H. Flagg, of 
New York, ang to the oral examination 
of two witnesses, J. R. Nicholas, of South 
Carolina, and C. C: Cole, of Chattanooga, 
Tenn. The testimony of Messrs. Nicholas 
and Cole’ wis designed to show the 
honest character of the work done by the 
defendants in Savannah harbor. 

Excellent progress was made, and it 
is said that this week the introduction of 
evidence may be concluded. 

The testimony of Frederick Crisp, son 
of the late Charles F. Crisp, late speaker 
of the houge of representatives, was read 
in the Greene and Gaynor case today. 
It was shown that Crisp is in Panama 
and inaccessible, and the court, therefore, 
decided to admit the evidence secured 
from him before Commissioner Shields in 
New York. Crisp’s evidence related to 
the character of the work done by Greene 
and Gaynor, which he had seer as an in- 
spector. He denied that the mattresses 
were full of holes. 

An effort was made bythe defense to 
imtroduce the testimony ef Colonel J. W: 
Rutherford, whom the Greene and Gaynor 
counsel alleged to be dead. Insufficient 
proof of death was offered, however, and 
the court refused to admit the testimony. 
District Attorney Erwin offered to. admit 
the evidence of Rutherfor@ if the defense 
would admit that of the late Marion 
Twiggs, but the defense would not agree 
to this proposal. 

The defense wil] seek to secure proof of 
Rutherford’s death in order to have his 
evidence admitted. 

William H. Flagg, of New York, has 
been sought by officers of the federal ser- 
vice for two months. The defense swb- 
mitted a physician’s certificate to the 
effect that Flage’s condition was such as 
to preclude his coming to Savannah to 
testify. 

The court refuseg to admit the testi- 
mony of Flagg, holding that the witness 
had. been evading service, and that his 
present whereabouts was not even known. 

“This is a very suspicious looking show. 
ing,’’ said Judge Speer, explaining that he 
had no reference to counsel for the de- 
fense, but to Mr. Flagg. 

J. E. Nicholas .of Conway, S. C., testi- 
fled to having constructed mattresses for 
the Savannah harbor work. He described 
the method of construction in detail, the 
questioning by counsel for the defense 
being designed to show that the allega-

Woodlawn Will Hale Judge 
Pendleton Inte Court on 
a Mandamus. 


A mandamus was granted against Judge 
John T. Pendleton, of the superior court 
of Fulton county, yesterday by Judge 
Horace M. Holden, of the northern cir- 
cuit. Judge Pendleton is to show cause 
why the mandamus should not be made 
absolute. 

The application for mandamus was 
filed by Anderson & Anderson, attorneys 
for T. C. Shreve; A. B. Duncan, Charles 
Troutt, A._J. Redd, Oscar Mills and 
others, all of the proposed town of Wood- 
lawn, just beyond Bellwood avenue. 

The mandamus against Judge Pendleton 
is merely a legal form, made necessary 
by a decision of the supreme court: The 
general assembly reserves for itself the 
power of granting charters to cities, but 
has enrpowered superior courts to grant 
charters to towns and villages. The su- 
preme court has held that the power of 
superior courts to grant such charters to 
towns and villages is delegated legisla- 
tive authority, and not a judicial pro- 
ceeding, in consequence of which there 
can be no appeal to the supreme court 
upon the refusal of a judge to grant a 
charter. 

In order to appeal from the decision @f 
a judge in such a matter. therefore, it is 
necessary to mandamus him, and if the 
trial judge declines to make the man- 
damusg absolute, an appeal to the su- 
preme court in the mandamus proceed- 
ings can be made. 

It is this legal form that !s now be- 
ing used In the Woodlawn case.

Mr. Stewart estates that the entire 
number who are entitled to vote, provided 
that they comply with all the conditions 
governing voting is in the neighborhood 
of 20,000. 

This entire number thas never been se- 
cured, however, something like 16,000 
qualifying at the last presidential elec- 
tion and over 10,000 last year, 

The registration books will close April 
5, the democratic primary taking place
